New York, Aug. 30.—Dispatches to 
Dun’s Review from branches of R. G. 
Dun & Company in leading cities of 
the Dominion of Canada state that 
buiness at. most points displays a 
noticeable improvement. Salesmen 
are returning to the road and not 
only are numerous buyers present at 
the principal wholesale centres, but 
a substantial volume of orders for fall 
and winter merchandise is being re- 
ceived through the mails.

At a full meeting of the City Coun- 
cil Tuesday afternoon, a full discus- 


sion of the requests of the C.N.R.!: 


took place, and owing,to the strenu- 
ous opposition to a ‘Y’ and the clos- 
ing. of 3rd Street North by the Com- 
missioners and Council, Mr. Mitchell, 
the right-of-way agent, agreed to 
withdraw these contentious clauses, 
and after going over the ground with 
the Council, the following resolution 
was unanimously passed: 

“Whereas the representatives of 
the Canadian National Railways has 
this day submitted to the Council of 
the City of Red Deer a plan showing 


the proposed location of the Cana- 
dian Northern Western Railway in 
and through the City of Red Deer and 
has made application for the approv- 
al of this plan by the City Council 
and has further made cpplication for 
certain parcels of property uted bv 
the City and required for railway 
purposes: 

Therefore be it resolved: That this 
Council ‘approves the location of the 
said railway as shown on the plan 
subinitted including the location of 
the «proposed: station, freight sheds 
and side tracks and hereby authorizes 
ain directs ‘he Mayor and Secretary- 
Treasurer to sign the said plan certi- 
tying the approval of the City Coun- 
cil subject to the following  condi- 
tions: ; 

1. The Railway Company shall 
pay to the City for the land required 
for right of way on the City’s pro- 
perty lying south of the Red Deer 
River and south of the C. and E. 
Townsite property, including in the 
latter parcel an area containing ap- 
proximately 1.5 acres for stock yard 
site at a price being the actual cost 
price of these: lands to the City plus 
interest at the rate of six per cent per 
annum from the time of acquisition 
by the City, until date of payment by 
the Company and the City hereby un- 
dertakes ,to convey the lands to the 
Company free from encumbrances on 
the terms hereinbefore set out. 

2. The Railway Company _ shall 
provide a level crossing at Ross 
Street when the tracks of the said 
railway are constructed over this 
street, it being provided that at such 
time as the Board of Railway Com- 
mission for Canada consider a sub- 
way to be necessary at this street the 
City shall pay one half the cost of 
such subway, and the City agrees 
that any application cf the City to 
the Board of Railway Commission for 
an order covering the construction of 
the subway shall be on these terms," 

3. The Railway Company _ shall 
grant a level crossing at a street to 
be opened by the City south of Mun- 
son Street, such street to be suffici- 
ently south to clear the switches at 
the south end of the Companys yards,

5. The City agrees to the closing 
of lst Street South (Mann _ Street) 
for the width of the right of way and 
Station grounds of the Railway in so 
far as any right of the City in this 
street at the point of intersection of 
the railway exists, the City further 
agrees that no streets within the 
limits of the City as at present con- 
3tituted other than those herein 
above specified in clauses two, three 
und four shall be opened across the 
right of way and station grounds of 

ho 1ailway and that no crossings cf 
the :aid right of way and sta‘ion 
<rounds shall be provided at any ‘n- 
tersection of 1st, 2nd and 4th Streets 
North and 2nd, 3rd, 4th and 5th 
Streets South, except by order of the 
Board of Railway Commissibn of Can- 
ada. 

6. It is understood that pending 
the completion of the Company's 
permanent facilities as shown on the 
‘plan submitted this date, the Rail- 
way Company proposes to construct 
its line into the City as far as Ross 
3treet and to provide such tempor- 
ary facilities as are necessary in the 
meantime.

ALLEGED BETRAYER OF EDITH 
CAVELL !IS BEFORE COURT 


Paris, August 26.—At the com- 
mencement yesterday of the trial of 
Georges Gaston Quien, charged with 
having intelligence with the enemy 
and being the _ betrayer of Edith | 
Cavell, the English nurse, who was 
put to death by the Germans in Bel- 
gium, M. D'Armon, counsel for the 
defendant, demanded a postponement 
of the trial until the principals in the 
Cfvell case had been prosecuted. The 
attorney quoted the article in the 
peace treaty providing that the Ger- 
mans accused of crimes during the 
war must be handed over for trial. 

M. Wagner, on behalf of the prose- 
cution, requested the court to over- 


rule the objections of the defence, de- 
claring that Quien was not under 
charges as an accomplice, but as a 
principal. He also pointed out that 
the peace treaty with Germany had 
not been ratified. 

The court unanimously over-ruled 
the objection of M. D'Armon and pro- 
ceeded with the examination of 
Quien.

INCIPIENT REBELLION 

In the ecoure of his address’ he 
characterized Winnipeg's general 
strike as an “incipient rebellion.” 

Law, he safd, should be designed to 
restrict detrimental collectivism, not 
to infringe upon personal liberty. To 
settle all disputes there should be no 
resort to force valid or direct, such 
as strikes and lockouts, which is the 
principle of defiance and war, but to 
competent tribunals .appointed for 
the adjustment of such disputes, he 
declared. 

Service, he said, should be the final 
test of proper legal thought. Legal 
education shold promote admission 
only of the highest type of men to 
the profession, and legal ethics should 
be strictly adhered to. Speaking of 
the bench, he declared that politics 
should play no part in the distribu- 
tion of professional rewards. He sug- 
gested that the bar of each province 
be asked to submit names of a few 
of the highest in the profession, from 
whom members of the bench should 
be selected. “Thus the bench would 
be most ably filled and the bar would 
be the interested defender of its 
dignity and efficiency,” he said.

LEGAL EDUCATION 


At the afternoon session, Edwin 
Loftus, K.C., of Winnipeg, presented 
the report of the committee on legal 
education and led in the. discussion 
which followed its presentation. The 
features of the report were a policy 
to “adhere in the main to the existing 
system which is essentially the same 
throughout Canada; to remove un- 
essential differences; and to leave ta 
the several provinces a wide discre- 
tion in the matter of details." 

The report was discussed clause 
by clause and recommendations set- 
ting the educational standard for 
students at law at the standing of a 
first year arts student in any approv- 
ed university ; that no student should 
be admitted until he had attained the 
full age of 18 years; that under in- 
dentures in an office a student may 
study for five years and three years 
for university students who have at- 
tained the degree of B.A.; that at- 
tendance at law school shall run con- 
currently with service under articles 
and that office attendance shall be 
suspended while the student is in 
attendance at law school; that the 
transfer of pupils from province to 
province shall be allowed and time 
credited; that examinations prior to 
admission to practice shall be made 
as uniform as possible throughout the

N.S MINERS CRITICIZE 
THE GOVERNMENT 


Object to Methods of Selecting Dele- 
gates to Ottawa Industrial Com 
ference, 


Sydney, N.S., August 26.—Repre- 
sentatives of the united mine work- 
ers this morning turned their batter- 
jes on Hon. Gideon Robertson, piin- 
ister of labor; Tom Moore, president 
of the trades and labor congress, and 
P. M. Draper. After a discussion 
that lasted for over two hours tha 
convention finally went on record as 
cpposed to the methods carried out 
by Messrs. Robertson, Moore and 
Draper, in selecting the delegates to 
the Ottawa industrial conference on 
September 16. ; 

The delegates endorsed the action 
of the united mine workeis' executive 
in deciding not to take part in the 
conierenge in view of what , they 
term autocratic powers isurped by 
Moore and Draper. 

The convention this morning gave 
a sort of semi-endorsation of the one 
big union. According to Secretary- 
Treasurer MacLachlan, the mine 
workers of Nova Scotia do not recog- 
nize the O.B.U. in a way but they do 
favor the recognition of every wark- 
man in Canada and believe that these 
workmen, irrespective of their union 
affiliations, should have been requir- 
ed to attend the Ottawa conference. 


STORMY SESSION 


The session this morning was per- 
haps the stormiest of the convention 
to date. The government was ham- 
mered right and left, while Tom 
Moore and P. M. Draper were buffét- 
ed from pillar to post. Moore was 
called “the servant and mouthpiece 
of the government,” while Draper 
was characterized as a “henchman of

ANDREW CARNEGIE WAS AN 

EARNEST SUPPORTER OF MET, 
RIC UNITS. 


San Francisco, August 30.—The 
passing of Andrew Carnegie brings to 
mind the fact that he had been for 
years an ardent advocate of world 
| standardization in weights and meas- 
ures through the adoption of metric 
units. 

Andrew Carnegie was a member of 
the Metric Committee of the National 
American Association of Manufactu- 
rers, which strongly urged metric 
Standardization. At the time the 
committee met,he made the following 
statement : 

“The metric system of weights and 
measures is one of the steps forward 
that the Anglo-Saxon race is bound 
to take sooner or later. Our present 
weights and measures, inherited from 
Britain, are unworthy an_ intelli- 
gent nation to-day. The advantage 
America possesses over Britain/in the 
decimal dollar system as compared 
with their pounds,- shillings and 
pence, would be fully equalled by the 
adoption of a metric system of 
weights and measures.” 

Carnegie believed that world stand- 
ardization of weights and measures 
would aid greatly not only the cause 
of world trade, but also that of world 
peace. On another occasion he said: 
“The old weights and measures are a 
discredit to us. We shall inevitably 
adopt meter-liter-gram, if for no other 
reason than as an aid to peace; but 
they would enormously aid our world 
trade.”

The Thirteenth Annual Convention 
of the Western Canada Irrigation 
Association was held at Medicine 
Hat, Alberta, August 4th, 5th and 
6th. The convention was a very suc- 
cessful one in every way. It was 
well attended, the addresses were in- 
teresting and the discussions valu- 
‘able, The strong feeling of the meet- 
ing was the need for moré irrigation 
in Southern Alberta and parts of Sas- 
katchewan. There are few oppon- 
ents of irrigation in these parts of 
the country now and it was not neces- 
gary to prove its value and advantag- 
es. If there had been any doubters 
their doubts would have been dispel- 
led by the visit to the Ronalane 
Farm owned by the Canada Land and 
Irrigation Company, where the dele- 
gates were invited to spend a day. 
The wonderful crops seen on this 
farm and contrasted with the sur- 
rounding prairie would have convinc- 
ed the most sceptical. At the farm 
a practical demonstration of the 
preparation of land for irrigation and 
the various means of applying water 
wag given and was followed with 
much interest by the visitors. 

The Papers and discussions dealt 
with various phases of irrigation both 
from the point of view of the engin- 
eer and that of. the farmer. The 
Papers on the Economic Phase of 
Irrigation by R. S. Stockton, the 
Irrigation Development Association 
of Southern Alberta, by S. S. Dun- 
ham; the Progress of the Taber Irri- 
gation District, L. Petérson; Reser- 
voir Development in Saskatchewan,

Winnipeg, August 28.—In a bril- 
liant address tonight in the Royal 
Alexandra hotel before the Canadian 
Bar association and many other dis- 
tinguished people, Viscount Finlay of 
Nairn, former lord ‘chancellor of 
Great Britain, discussed the problems 
of the British empire and reviewed 
the. effects of the peace treaty on in- 
ternational law. He spoke at con- 
siderable length but so close was his 
argument, so felicitous his illustra- 
tions, that he was follawed by laity 
as well as the legal fraternity with 
keen attention thrqughout and at the 
close was given a veritable ovation. 

Among subjects to which he devot- 
ed special attention, were the new 
conditions of war in the air and un- 
der the sea. He also dealt with the 
“freedom of the seas” and the law of 
contraband, concluding a stirring 
address on the note of common sacri- 
fice. “The mother country and the 
dominions alike,” he said, “will face 
the problems of peace with the same 
constant courage which has carried 
them to vjctory through the Jong and 
weary years of war," 

HIS SPEECH 


His address in full runs into many 
newspaper columns.

“The aspirations of Grotius in this 
respect have in the covenant of the 
league of nations, received an exten- 
sion beyond his most sanguine hop- 
es.” ‘ 

The speaker here quoted from the 
preamble of the treaty, and went on 
as follows: 

“For these high purposes it is 
agreed that armaments are to be re- 
ae and that any danger of war 
shall be a matter of concern to the 
whole league. Differences between 
nations are to be-settled by arbitra- 
tion or by the council of the league. 
There is to be—and to this I might 
call your particular attention—a per- 
manent court of international justice 
for the settlementof international dis- 
putes, and that court may also give ad- 
visory opinions on any questions re- 
ferred to it by the council or by the 
assembly of the league.

UNITY OF EMPIRE 


“The great war from which we 
have just emerged triumphantly, has 
indeed made us realize, as we never 
realized before, the essential unity 
of the British empire, that great fact 
in the history of the nations. In the 
old days we used to hear criticism as 
to the slightness of the tie which 
holds the empire together. Where 
are such critics now? The war has 
made us realize that the strength of 
the bond that unites us is that it is 
not too rigid. Outside of the British 
Isles the empire comprises a group 
of mighty nations, great already, and 
destined to become still greater in 
the future. The mere looseness of 
the constitutional tie is what makes 
it so strong. 

“Many proposals have been made 
for drawing closer the legal and con- 
stitutional ties between the different 
parts of the empire.” 

After quoting Adam Smith's pro- 
posals for colonial representation in 
parliament, Lord Finlay went on: 

“It would be difficult for most 
Britons to contemplate this solution 
with the philosophic serenity with 
which Adam Smith propounded it and 
I think we may say that we have 
found a more excellent way. We have 
moved far since 1775 and the war has 
made us realize more clearly than 
before from what point the question 
of closer union should be approached.

You all know what a great part 
Canadian statesmen have played in 
the councils of the empire during the 
war. Sir Robert Borden has return- 
ed to Canada after conspicuous service 
to the empire during nearly the whole 
of that momentous struggle which 
has just ended. Those meetings of 
the statesmen of the various parts of 
the empire will, we all believe, be 
continued and out of them will grow 
a permanent council for Imperial 
affairs. This is the solution to which 
Lord Beaconsfield—Mr.  Disraeli— 
pointed in a speech made so long ago 
as June, 1872. While the parliaments 
remain separate (and for myself I 
may say that I regard the difficulties 
in the way of any fusion of parlia- 
ments as insuperable) the empire will 
be the gainer by the fact that Canada 
with the other great dominions, has 
a permanent place in council in mat- 
ters that affect the common interests 
of all.” 

FUNCTIONS OF PRIVY COUNCIL 

Addressing himself then to the legal 
profession, Lord Finlay entered at 
some length into the functions of the 
judicial committee of the privy coun- 
cil, “in itself a most notable link of 
empire.” After comparing its scope 
with that of the house of lords, he 
continued : 

“I do not propose to ehter into the 
question, on which a great deal has 
been said, of replacing both the house 
of lords and the judicial committee 
by a new and Imperial tribunal. My 
own impression is that we should be 
cautious about making experiments 
in this direction, and that if any such 
change were made we should be for- 
tunate if we found that under new 
names we had tribunals as effective 
as those which have so long acted as 
our supreme courts of appeal.

“When we turn from’ the internal 
affairs of our empire to a considera- 
tion of the relations’of nations to one 
another, and of international law, we 
cannot fail to be impressed by the 
profound effect which the war has

NEWS WEEKLY SERMON 


By REV. GEO. D. ARMSTRONG 
[ eee | 
“f am among you as he that serv- 
eth."—Luke xxii 27. 


In these words Jesus emphasizes 
the ideals by which His own life was 
guided, and the principles which will 
govern the conduct of His disciples 
in all ages. 

There had been a sharp contention 
among His disciples as to which of 
them would be greatest in the king- 
dom which they were sure was about 
to be set up and the Master’s words 
and example contain a reproof of 
their failure to discern the true spirit 
which should obtain in their lives. 
There is in this incident a very time- 
ly message for all classes and nations 
today. 

A paragraph from the report of the 
British commission of enquiry into 
industrial conditions is well worth 
pondering upon. 

“What i§ wanted is a new spirit, 
° & more human spirit, one in which 
economic and business considerations 
will be influenced and “corrected and 
it is hoped will eventually be controll- 
ed by human and ethical considera- 
tions. 

The main cause of unrest lies deep- 
er that any material considerations. 
The problem is fundamentally a hu- 
man and not an economic problem. 
A new spirit of partnership is there- 
fore essential.” 

The teaching of Jesus and _ the 
apostles concerning the duty of ser- 
vice and mutual helpfulness is so 
clear that one cannot help but won- 
der why after all these centuries, the 
Christian ideal has not more pro- 
foundly affected our social and _ polit- 
ical life. Nominally at least we have 
paid tribute to the Christian ideal 
when we call our religious and politi- 
cal leaders our servants, but in the 
actual working out of our ecclesiasti- 
cal and political systems we have 
been gctuated by motives and ideas 
that are decidedly alien to the spirit 
of Jesus. Salvation is not so much a 
\ “plan” as it is a process, a way of 
Mving which must ultimately domin- 
ate all our relationships and influence 
us in all our attitude to ourselves. 
our fellowmen and to God. 

The responsibility and opportunity 
of the Cnristian church today lies in 
the fact that it of all institutions is 
best fitted to generate the  atmos- 
phere and exert the influence which 
will render the solution of our com- 
mon problem a_ possibility. The 
stirring events of the past years andl 
months have led men to see that thr 
problem of living is one that must be 
faced by all. No man, no nation, no 
church, no class lives to itself, we are 
bound together in a common fellow- 
ship of suffering, sacrifice and pro- 
gress as well. $ 

That the churches are awakened to 
the importance of present action is 
evident ?rom the clear vigorous pro- 
nouncements which have beea inade 
on social questions quite receatly. 
Some of these statements have heen

church must make a new orientation 
of its duties and resources. - Every 
member must be enlisted for active 
service and reckon himself a steward 
of the grace of God, and Social Ser- 
vice must take its place by the side 
of Missions and religious training of 
the young. The present condition of 
the world constitutes a trumpet call 
to greater concentration on all that 
concerns the welfare of man, social, 
material and religious. The church 
must follow her Master who said, ‘I 
came not to be ministered unto, but 
to minister.’” 


The Presbyterian General Assem- 
bly’s report contains the following 
statement: “The General Assembly 
draws the church's attention to this 
truth that service to the point of sac- 
rifice was the ruling principle of the 
life of Jesus Christ, and that He re- 
quires His followers similarly to in- 
vest their lives in the service of their 
fellows. This principle has received 
new emphasis in the war, and must 
now be applied to every department 
of our social life. Industry, which in- 
cludes both capital and labor, exists 
primarily for service. In order to 
serve it must pay, but the object of 
its existence is service. All parties 
to industry have their obligations to 
meet, as well as their rights to se- 
cure, and the emphasis of the hour 
should be on the service rather than 
on its reward.” 


This statement is fundamentally in 
harmony although more guarded in 
its utterance than the statement of 
the recent General Conference of the 
Methodist Church: “Accepted com- 
mercial and industrial methods based. 
on individualism and competition 
have gone down like mud walls in a 
flood. The nations have been nation- 
ally organized. The motherland has 
raised large masses of her people 
from the edge of starvation to a 
higher plane of physical well-being, 
and was never so healthy, never so 
brotherly, and the secret is that all 
were fighting or working and all were 
sacrificing. The conclusion seems ir- 
resistible. The war is a_ sterner 
teacher than Jesus, and uses other 
methods, but it teaches the same les- 
son. The social development which 
it has so unexpectedly accelerated is 
the same goal as Christianity—a 
nation of comrade workers, as_ well 
as a nation of comrade fighters. The 
triumph of democracy, the demand of 
the educated workers for human con- 
ditions of life, the deep condemna- 
tion that this war has passed on the 
competitive struggle, the revelation 
of the superior ‘efficiency of rational 
organization and co-operation, com- 
bine with the unfulfilled, the oft for- 
gotten but the undying ethic of Jesus 
to demand nothing less than a trans- 
ference of the whole economic life 
from a basis of profits and competi- 
tion to one of co-operation and _ ser- 
vice.” 

These statements of course have no 
binding value upon the individual 
members of the church, but they in- 
dicate that in the leadership of the 
church and the great majority of its 
membership the new spirit which is 
needed has already come and_ will 
powerfully affect the industrial and 
social life of our land in the imme- 
diate future. 

It is significant that the churches 
which have formulated their think- 
ing on these lines are uniting their 
efforts in concerted action that a 
great spiritual movement may be real- 
ized by the whole community.

“BETRAYER OF 
NURSE GAVELL 


THOSE QUIEN ASSISTED 
WERE ALL ARRESTED 


Paris, August 27.“Georges Gaston 
Quien, on trial here charged with 
communicating military information 
to the enemy and having collected 
evidence against Edith Cavell, tHe 
English nurse who was executed by 
the Germans in October, 1915, was 
questioned by the court yesterday 
relative to his movements in June 
and Mly, 1915. \ 

At yesterday's session of the court 
Quien traced his journey from St. 
Quentin to Brussels, where he arriv- 
ed on June 7. After reaching the 
Belgian capital, Quien decided to 
cross the frontier into Holland.” This 
he’ succeeded in doing, presenting 
himself at The Hague to the French 
military attache, who sent him. back 
into Belgium. 

He said today that he re-entered 
Belgium on the night on June 23 in 
company with one Van der Smies- 
son. The next day he was arrested 
by the Germans who accused him of 
travelling without a passport, and 
was imprisoned in’ Antwerp until 
late in July. This testimony was 
questioned by the colonel acting as 
president of the court, who said jt 
was “strange ng trace of his impris- 
onment could be found at Antwerp, 
and that the Germans later permitted 
Quien to go to Brussels.” 


IN PAY OF GERMANS 


The arcused man admitted having 
seen Miss Cuvell on July 26, after he 
had visit2d the home of a Madame 
Bodart, at which time he said that 
a certain Jean Maes, who, he said, 
was a_ fellow-prisoner in Antwerp, 
accosted him in the street. There 
was read into the record’a statement 
showing that Maes was a “suspicious 
character,” and that he was known to 
have been in the pay of the Germans, 
being employed by German police at 
Brussels. 

Madame Bodart gave Quien a 
package to be left at the home of a 
Madame Machiel. Quien denied that 
he had examined its contents, al- 
though during his preliminary exami- 
nation he admitted’ he knew it con- 
tained annotated road maps for the 
use of persons attempting to escape 
from the country. It was pointed out 
by the prosecution today that one of 
these maps, which only Quien could 
have obtained, was the chief evidence 
against Madame Bodart and brought 
about her condemnation before a Ger- 
man court-martial. Explaining this 
discrepancy, Quien said he was suf- 
fering from loss of memory. 


ACTIONS SUSPICIOUS 


The president of the court pointed 
out during the hearing that almost 
every one with whom Quien came in 
contact was immediately placed un- 
der arrest or condemned by the Ger- 
mans. Among those mentioned by 
the president was Father Bonsteels, 
who, believing Quien was honestly 
aiding Allied soldiers to escape, gave 
him a railroad map which showed the 
latest German modifications. Father 
Bonsteels was soon after arrested und 
sentenced to 12 years’ imprisonmen:. 

It was declared that Quien had 
asked a Madame van Damme to iid 
two young persons to escape and that 
these two were directed to the fron- 
tier by Madame van Damme, who 
sent another lady with them as a 
guide. The three were arrested and 
Madame van Damme was also thrown 
into jail by the Germans. At their 
trials all four were condemned.

EUROPE MUST 
WORK OUT HER 
OWN SALVATION 


Useless to Rely on United States to 
Pull British People Out of Difficulties 
oe 
London August . &6.—Sir Auckland 
Geddes, minister of national service 
and reconstruction, speaking at Bas- 


ingstoke yesterday on government 
economy, announced that a_ special 
financial committee, of which Pre- 


mier Lloyd George is chairman, has 
been formed for that purpose, and 
that the premier was throwing him- 
self with great energy into the work 
of cutting down expenditure. , 

Sir Auckland argued ‘that it was 
useless to rely on the United States 
to pull the British people through 
their difficulties. The United States 
had her own trade difficulties. She 
had increased the industrialism of 
her population, and was not only a 
great exporter of manufactures, but 
the greatest exporter of raw mater- 
fals.

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MINING DISPUTES CAUSE LOSS 
OF OVER FIVE MILLION DAYS 


Ottawa, August 27.—A pamphlet 
containing the proposed agenda of 
the National Industrial Conference on 
the subjects of industrial relations, 
labor laws, and for the consideration 
of the labor features of the peace 
treaty, which wiJl open in Ottawa on 
September 15, has just been issued 
by the department of labor. In ad- 
dition to the proposed agenda, which 
has already been made: public, the 
pamphlet contains various memoran- 
da which will prove of value to those 
participapting in the conference as 
well as to all students of labor con- 
ditions. x 

The pamphlet shows that from 1901 
to June 30, 1919, there have been 
2,217 industrial disputes in Canada, 
involving 597,735 employees, with a 
total loss of 14,127,229 working days. 

The largest number of disputes in 
that period of time occurred in the 
building and construction industries. 
A total of 462 disputes occurred in the 
building. trades, involving 88,230 em- 
ployees and causing a loss of 1,854,703 
working days. _There were 426 dis- 
putes in the metal trades, 232 in 
transportation and 204 in clothing in- 
dustries. Disputes in mines, smelt- 
ers, quarries, etc., were responsible 
for the loss of 5,760,928 working days, 
although there were only 197 of such 
disputes during the period from 1901 
to the present year.

SPITZBERGEN TREATY 
VIRTUALLY COMPLETED 


Paris, August 27.—The Spitzber- 
gen treaty has virtually been complet- 
ed, and probably will be before the 
supreme council for approval this 
week. This treaty gives to Norway 
the entire Spitzbergen archipelago. It 
is celebrated, chiefly, for its coal 
mines. 

Russia, Sweden, Denmark, and 
several other countries claimed 
Spitzbergen, but practically all of 
them have waived their claims, and 
{t ig expected there will be little 
dificulty in getting all the great 
powers to ratify the treaty giving the 
archipelago to Norway, which is 
closer to Spitzbergen than any other 
country. Sweden appears to be the 
only country likely to refuse its sig- 
Nature, and the council expects to 
persuade it to give up its claims.

IN UPPER SILESIA 


Dispatches Make Accusations of Mas- 

sacres and Wholesale Deportations of 

Able-Bodied. Men. in Devastated Areas 
- Of France and Belgium 


London, Aug. 26.—Charging that 
the Germans are guilty of the same 
practices in Uppey Silesia as in Bel- 
gium in 19f4, the Times and Morning 
Post correspondents in Poland cabled 
a combined appeal to Great Britain to 
come to the aid of the Poles. 

The dispatches, which appear in 
today’s papers, accuse the Germans 
of massacres and wholesale deporta- 
tions .of able-bodied men for work in 
the devastated areas of France and 
Belgium. There also have been sys- 
tematic efforts, the correspondents 
charged, to discredit the Poles and 
drive them out of Silesia, thus insur- 
ing a_ plebiscite favorable to Ger- 
many. 

The Morning Post comments on 
what it describes as “organized 
crime,” committed unjler the nose of 
the victorious Allies, who are .o be 
held responsible for the massacres— 
particularly President Wilson and 
Lloyd George. The latter, according 
to the Post, imposed the plebiscite 
policy on. Upper Silesia. 

INCENTIVE TO CRIME 

“They ought to have known,” the 
paper declares, “that such a_ policy 
would provide the Germans with 
temptation and incentive to crime. 
It is a hellish conspiracy. We regret 
to say we believe several of the allied 
statesmen have fallen too easy prey 
to German cunning. The plebiscite 
is now a mockery of justice. ° The 
situation demands prompt action and 
punishment. 

“The Poles should be empowered 


and the Germans informed that they 
have forfeited all claim to the terri- 
tory. 
MANY EXECUTIONS 

“What does President Wilson think 
—he who boasted in Boston that the 
Poles were his especial care? What 
does he think of the manner in which 
the Germans have shown contempt 
for his democratic institutions?” ‘fhe 
correspondents give the details of 
five shootings at Mystowitz, forty 
executions at Grossdombrowka and 
forty at Vredienshurce. ° 

The Times, in an editorial,’says the 
Germans have acted exactly as any- 
hody familiar with t!eir history and

INTERESTING POLITICAL 
DEVELOPMENTS LOOK- 
ED FOR 


Decision As To New Permanent Par- 
ty Must Be Reached 


Ottawa, August 27.—This coming 
session promises to see some inter- 
esting political developments. A nuni- 
Ler of caucuses of the government 
supporters will be held, when final 
decision will be taken us to the frr- 
mation of a new Unionist party, or as 
to a return of the old alignments. 
Last session at an onthusiastic ecau- 
cus a resolution was passed favoring 
the formation of a permanent new 
party. It was understood at the 
time that the matter of a platform 
and organization should be left to the 
cabinet to be presented to a caucus 
at a later date. There is good rea- 
son to believe that this ig weing dis- 
cussed by the ministers at the pres- 
ent time and that a proposed plat- 
form and plans for organization will 
be laid before their supporters at this 
coming session. 

The caucus will then have to decide 
whether it-still favors a permanent 
party and will have to agree upon 
the nature of the platform. The 
necessity for a decision on the part 
of the government is becoming daily 
more necessary. The opposition has 
a new leader and a platform, and is 
building up a strong political mach- 
ine. The government, while it has a 
fine record of constructive legisla- 
tion, has no platform to put before the 
public, and it has absolutely no organ- 
ization of any kind, and no party of 
any variety can long exist without 
organization. 

MUST SHOW ACTION 

With eight by-elections pending in 
six of the nine provinces it will be 
necessary for the government to take 
some action if it is to make any 
showing. The activity shown by 
Hon. R. Rogers and those Conserva- 
tives who want to return to old party 
lines, and want to drive Liberal- 
Unionists out of the party, makes it 
necessary to arrive at some decision 
shortly as to whether there is to be 
formed a permanent new party, or 
whether there shall be a return to 
the old lines. If the caucus decides 
against a new Unionist party, a 

break-up of the cabinet is likely. 

While Hon. J. A. Calder, Hon. N. 

W. Rowell, Gen. Mewburn and other 

Liberal-Unionist ministers are pre- 

pared to merge with the Conserva- 

tives in the formation of a new par- 
ty, they will not agree to step into 
the Conservative camp, and resigna- 
tions would almost certainly follow. 

Sir Robert Borden would then 
either have to resign as prime min- 
ister or reorganize on Conservative 
lines, and appeal this fall to the 
country, “

‘THREE HAVE FINISHED 

Mineola, N Y., August 26.—Three 
entrants have finished in the interna- 
tional. aerial Derby between Mineola 
and Toronto at 6.44 o’clock tonight, 
Lieuts. M. J. Plumb and W. C. May- 
nard completing their round trips 
here, and Major R. W. Schroeder end- 
ing his at Toronto. ~ 

Lieut. Plumb was the first to fin- 
ish, landing at Roosevelt fleld at 5.50 
p.m., after a gross time of 26 hours, 
38 minutes, since his start here yes- 
terday afternoon at 3.12. Major 
Schroeder, the second to finish, start- 
ed from Toronto yesterday at 12.25 
p.m., and ended his journey there 
this afternoon at 5.52, consuming a 
gross time of 29 hours, 27 minutes. 

Lieut. Maynard, third to finish, 
landed at Roosevelt field at 6.44 to- 
night after the lapse of a gross time 
of 26 hours, 41 minutes since his start 
here yesterday afternoon at 4.03. 

In announcing the first three racers 
to complete their trips the American 
Flying club stated that the actual fly- 
ing time would not be known for 
many hours. The winner of the Der- 
by will not be known until official re- 
ports are all in, it was added. 

Lieuts. Plumb and Maynard both 
used Dehaviland machines with 400- 
horsepower Liberty motors. Major 
Schroeder used a Voght. 

FORCED LANDING 

Lieut. Plumb said he was obliged 
to make a forced landing om the way 
from Buffalo to Syracuse when he 
found a leak in his radiator had let 
out all his water. After alighting in 
a corn fleld and plugging the hole with 
toweling, he refilled the radiator from 
a farm well and the race was con- 
tinued. A short time later he found 
that a piece of the exhaust pipe had 
been blown off and was forced to re- 
duce his gas pressure from nine to 
three pounds, thereby reducing speed. 
It took Lieut. Plumb 20 hours and 15 
minutes to reach Toronto from Roose- 
velt field on the first half of his 
flight, arriving at the Toronto landing 
field at 11.27 a.m. today. He made 
the trip back in five hours and fitty 
minutes, starting from Toronto at 
noon, he said. 

Major Schroeder consumed abcut 
six hours and 52 minutes in reaching 
‘oronto from Mineola, getting away 
from the Roosevelt field about 11 
a.m., after spending the night here, 
He arrived at 7.22 last night, six 
heurs and 52 minutes efter he ielt 
Toronto. 

Lieut. Maynard took 2C hours and 
6 minutes to make the flight to Tor- 
onto, arriving there at 12.09 p.m. to- 
day. He started back at 12.30, tak- 
ing six hours and five minutes to get 
back on the second half of his round 
trip. 

Lieut. Maynard reported crossing 
Lake Ontario in nine minutes today, 
going at a speed of more than 130 
miles an hour. He ran into heavy 
weather between Buffalo and Syra- 
cuse, and between Syracuse and Al- 
bany, he said.
